MOST OF THE DEAD 


ARE FOREIGNERS 


Escaping Steam Docs Its Terrible 


Work—Train Running 60 Miles 


an Honr WlionOatastropho 


Occurred. 


CONNELLSVILLE, Pa., Dec. 24.—The 


Diiqufeftio limited, the fastest through 
passenger train from Pittsburg to Now 


York on the Baltimore & Ohio road, 


ploughed into a pile ot lumber at Laurel 


Run, two miles west of Dawson at 7:45 


o'clock last evening, while running at 


the rate of CO miles an hour, killing over 
sixty people and injuring fifty more, at 
least a dozen of whom will die from their 
terrible injuries. 


The train wns made up of two bag- 


gage cars, two day coaches, one sleeper, 
nnd one dining car, and was • carryiivj 
fully 130 passengers. The train plowed 
along for a considerable-' distance-.-aiMl*. 
tlie cars wore "torn to' pififc'e's7' passengers 
jumping, screaming and lulling from the 
wreck as it tore along. 


So terrific wan the force of the impact 


that nearly every passenger became un- 
conscious and many ui the iiule bodied 
men were, unable lu assist in helping the 
injured from the wreck on account of 
having fainted. 


SIXTY-TWO VICTIMS. 


When daylight broke there wns known 


to be sixty-two deiid as the result of 
l:ist nighl's wreck of the Duquesne lim- 
ited on thi'. Baltimore & Ohio railroad 
near Dawson. These bodic? filled the 
temporary morgues in this city, and it 
is believed nearly a score more' will be 
added to the death list before the day 
is over. 


Of the bodies 
recovered thirty-eight 


huve bocn identified and twenty-four arc 
designated as "unknown." Most of the 
hitter were foreigners, principally Ital- 
ians. 


There was also one Chinaman. 
In the hospitals three of the injured 


were expected to die at any moment and 
five others were iu a critical condition.

MOST OF BEAD FOREIGNERS. 


As fast as recovered from tlie wreck, 


the dead and injured were placed on 
trains 
and brought 
here. The 
dead 


were taken, to the morguee, and the in- 
jured were at once removed to the Con- 
nellsvillc Cottage State hospital. So se- 
vere were the wounds of twelve victims 
that between ten o'clock last night and 
daylight this morning they died. 


.As the bodies were received at the 


morgue they were tubulated and laid in 
rows. Most of them were foreigners. 
Among the sixty-two were two negroes. 
The Duquesne limited was largely used 
liy employes of the Baltimore & Ohio, 
who work .in Pittsburg and it was fear- 
ed that most of them had become vic- 
tims of the'wreck. : A large number of- 
the engineering corps .lived-at.Cqnnells-, 
ville, and used this train to return, home 
every night. 


H.-McDonaW, of Daweon, led the res-,

Other 'employes entered the car., and; 


continued ' the work of rescue. TheyJ 
were soon rejoined by Nichols, Who'oncej 
more 
had recovered. • .For hours the^ 


work continued, it being difficult ewn 
with the aid of the wrecking crew. Many 
of the victims were wedged between 
heavy timbers, and it was four o'clock; 
before all the injured had been removed.' 
Following the wreck thieves were ,de-: 
tccted robbing the dead and 
injured.. 


Two'white men and two colored men 
were arrested charged with this crime,, 


used to prevent the overrunning of the 
place. 


CARS IN CONFUSED MASS. 


The scone at the wreck is awful. Cars 


are piled one upon the other lying side 
ways and at angles where only the earth 
supports them, while trucks are piled 
high upon banks, among the bushes as 
though thrown there by :i giant hand. 


A full 200 yards from the seat of tho 


wreck lies-the engine, :i wreck, with bat- 
tered sides and dismantled tracks, where 
her great speed carried her after 
she 


struck the wreck. Almost 100 yards be- 
yond where the engine toppled over is 
the forward baggage coach, lying on the 
slope of a bank where it rests at an 
angle. 


PLUNGE TO DESTRUCTION. 


This great train plunging as it WRR, 


through the darkness at sixty miles an 
hour, dashed aroiinil a curve headlong 
into a pile of great timber 
and 
was 


wrecked. The speed of the train sent it 
plunging ahead as wheels left the rails 
and bumped over the tins until the rails 
vere ripped up and out and the great 
engine fell over. 


Its two baggage ears dashed on ahead 


past the dismantled engine, leaving the 
right of wuy anil plunging down over a 
bank. The first passenger car. a smok- 
er, pushed past tlie engine and tilted 
over toward it nt the same time. This 
car was filled with pr.sscngers smd all 
were killed. 


Singularly, in such an awful crash, the 


dead, with few exceptions were scalded 
to death. Scarcely any of them were 
mangled. 


A STKWAKD'S BRAVE HEROISM. 
A storv of courage and heroism sel- 


dom equaled is told of Benjamin Nich- 
ols, 
steward on the dining car. His 


name is being sung -with praises by rail- 
roaders and the surviving passengers to- 
day. 
With the terrible Miiie of the en- 


gine dragged the train 
whirling side- 


wa.va along the road, Nichols was in the 
dining ear. He was battered from one 
side to another of the car. 


Jolting, bumping and swinging, the 


ear finally stopped. It was on the end 
of the train and it is for this reason 
that Nichols arc! others on that car 
were not injured. 


Wlicn the car had made its last lurch, 


'Nichols had leaped and was running to- 
ward the smoker, which was reduced to 
a matter of twisted iron and splinters. 
The crash had torn the escape valve 
from the top of the engine and the steam 
was shooting into tlie car upon the 
struggling muss of smoking humanity. 


The escaping steam was the first thing 


that attracted the plucky steward. Tak- 
ing off lu's coat he ripped and tore the 
garment until it was in slireds. With 
this he plugged up the pipe and shut off 
the steam. Temporary relief had been 
given the sufferers, but Nichols wns not 
done.

When Gen. Manager Sims arrived at 


the scene of last night's Baltimore. & 
Ohio wreck, near DawBon, he was so 
overcome that he. cried.' Men and wo- 
man who crowded .to'.the scene were 
compelled to turn away ifrom the affeot- 
ing sighte'. When tho 'relief train reach': 
ed'here thousands of people were at the 
station. 
A" j large nn'mber 
of Connelle- 


villc people' had -gone- io Pittsburg- for 
Christmas 'shopping-, and were expected 
home' on the limited. 


Every available cab and carriage .hud 


been held in .waiting to convoy the in- 
jured.to the Hospitals; Citizens formed 
themselves into a relief corps and gave 
assistance 4>o removal of the wounded 
from the train. 


In addition -to the eleven who have. 


died since being taken from the wreck 
many others are certain to be added to 
the number of'victims.' All .have inhal-

ATTEMPT TO BREAK 


JAIL IS DETECTED 


George, Borickson of Union Grove 


Discovered .Shortly Alter 


train was in the second day coaoh when 
the crash came, and no ono knows'juat 
how or what happened to him until af- 
terwards. 15. W. Hills, porter on one 
of the sleepers said that as soon as he 
could got off his cur he went forward 
and heard some one shouting from the 
top' of the bank, where he, by going for- 
ward, rccogmred Helogoth's voice. He 
was in terrible agony, but shouted at 
tbc top of his voice: 


'Tor God's sake, I am scalded to 


death, but-some one of you get a red 
lamp and.- flag 40, or she will be upon 
us." 


Even in tlie mental. suffering of every 


ono about the scene, tho .bravery and 
thoughtfuluess of the dying conductor 
was sufficient to bring -words of praise 
and commendation. 


Porter Hills, telling of -his experience, 


said: 


"I went to the smoking car and be- 


gan to get the injured out. It was the 
most awful scene I ever witnessed. Men 
were jammed into all sorts of shapes. 
They were on top of each other a-nd 
buried under heaps of dirt and seat 
cushions. When I tried to lift one man 
out I found others BO tightly wedged in- 
to the same place that several had to be 
aided at one time. 


BETTER DEAD THAN ALIVE. 


''I got seven men out before I stopped 


there. The dead were badly bruised, 
and some of tho scalded were in such 
fearful condition that they would be bet- 
ter dead. Some of these had lost their 
eyes entirely. The baggaga and cJothing 
of the passengers was scattered all over 
the ground. Some of it was soaked with 
blood, while in the piles of it could be 
seen piles of toys telling the pathetic 
tale of Christmas shopping that came to 
such a pitiful end. 


When aeked if there would be any in- 


vestigation on.the part of the railroad 
oflicm-Is, Supt. D. W. Duer said: 


"I don't think that an investigation 


is necessary to explain this affair. It is 
all too apparent." 


Pointing to half a dozen heavy tim- 


bers under the dining coach, he snid: 


"There in tne cause of it. An extra 


freight 
westbound has dropped . those 


timbers on the track and 
proceeded 


without knowing the trouble it had left 
behind." 


NOT RAILROAD'S FAULT. 


PITTSBTJRG, Dec. 24.—When seen to- 


day after he had received a full report 
of the Dawson accident, Wm. C. Lore, 
general superintendent of the Baltimore 
& Ohio railroad, said: 


"While the accident was deplorable in 


the extreme, yet it is a consolation to 
me, speaking as an official of tho com- 
pany, to know that it cannot be attrib- 
uted to negligence of any of our em- 
ployes. A wreck of this' character is 
liable to happen on any railroad having 
n, double track. While it was lumber 
that fell from a west 
bound freight 


train that caused the accident;,, vet an 
obstruction gf~»*»jmilnr 


George Boriekaor, of Union Grove, 


serving ten days ill the county jail on 
charge of vagrancy, attempted to break 
out of jail about 1 o'clock this morning. 
Deputy Sheriff Dillon 
discovered 
the 


man at work when Policeman 
!?eifeu 


brought in a drunken man. 


Boriokson entered the dark cell to the 


extreme, west of the row of cells'in the 
drraik department. He broke down the 
canvas bank, took the. heavy iron bar 
and screws and. started to break1'-open 
the window. The iron protection-' was 
broken open and. the window raised and 
Barjckson had started to knock-away 
the brick work so as to remove the iron 
bars on tlie outside. 


What attracted-the attention of-the 


oflicor was seeing Borickson coming from 
the dark cell and the fact that he was up 
BO late at night. Glancing into the cell 
he discovered the situation- 


Borickson was locked in another cell. 


He said he was sorry he tried to get 
away and promised not to try again. 
The man, although lie appears dement- 
ed ojid enr. hardly talk intelligently, is 
much sharper than ho looks and is up 
to all kinds of tricks. 


Tho fellow appeared in 
Racine 'six 


yeara ago and spent eight dny3 in jail. 
Then he was sent to the Rucine county 
poor house and was there a number of 
years, but refused to work 
and 
ran 


away, working for farmers in and about 
the village of Union Grove, During the 
recent cold weather he slept in an old 
building, there bcinc no doors or win- 
dows in it and ice on the 'floor. 
He 


stated that ho had not h»d his clothing 
off in one month. The authorities deem- 
ed it beat to arrest him. and he wns 
brought in and sentenced to ten days in 
jail. The fellow had madu good head- 
way in breaking out, but could not have 
accomplished his purpose in a month.

DISTRIBUTION OF GIFT.S. 


Rev. A. C. Grier and a corps of gener- 


ous assistants courteously received the 
pastor's welcome visitors. It seems that 
Rev. Grier had sent postal cards to 250 
poor families, inviting them to be pres- 
ent at his great Christmas distribution, 
all of whom were requested to 
bring 


their thirds.with them. After those as- 
sembled had been nicely arranged in the 
main assembly room, JScv.. Grier passed 
to the Sunday school rooms below and 
occupied 'a position at the door, where 
each and every one was allowed to enter, 
to receive their Yuletidc donation. 


Ho received them one at a time in a 


kindly way. asking them about their do- 
mestic conditions, the cause of their dis- 
tress, after which he spoke encouraging 
words and informed them they 
were 


each entitled to all the clothing they car- 
ed for, a basket of 
fuel, 
and 
other 


Christmas gifts. A Journal representa- 
tive stood beside the clergyman while 
many were being conversed with. Pa- 
thetic indeed were many of their stories 
of their life's struggles. 


For several days the pastor has been 


busy gathering Christmas gifts for his 
poor friends. Ill consequence, ho had a 
sufficient supply to meet their immediate 
wonts. There wns :i supply of cJothing 
arranged on one lonj; table great enough 
to clothe them all, old and young- On 
another table was a pile of Christmas 
toys for the little folk?. 
Another de- 


partment contained a row of baskets fill- 
ed with eatables. One counter contained 
packages of candy. 


Each person was allowed to 
search 


through the pile of clothing for suitable 
wearing apparel. When these wants 
were satisfied the people were invited to 
visit the toy department and received 
two toys for each of their eliildren. They 
were also given a basket of coal, if they 
cared to accept, and a receptacle filled 
with provisions. 


It was learned this forenoon that Rev. 


Grier collected $175 in money for this 
cause with which 
he 
purchased COO 


pound» of meat, candy, etc. 


It is estimated that there wore-about 


500 people who passed in and out of tho 
ohiu-ch during the distribution. 
They 


told heartrending stories of their pov- 
erty. In many instances children were 
left home in bed while their widowed 
mothers wended their way to the chnrch 
in hopes of obtaining some alight token 
iu the way of a Christmas gift for their 
little ones. Had they not called it is 
not likely that Santa Claus would have 
called at their homes tonight. 


"God bless you, dear pastor," was a 


predominating expression of tncir grati- 
tude. Rev. Grior wiihed them all a 
merry Christmas and from the expres- 
sion on his faco it was evident that he 
wished he might be able to do still more 
for the needy,

KENOSHA RURAL ROUTES 


There will be no delay in the estab- 


lishment of rural delivery mail routes 
in Kenosha county as a general order 
was (sent out from tho department at 
Washington yesterday afternoon order- 
ing the establishment of eight routes in 
tho county, this being sufficient to give 
every fanner in the county the free de- 
livery service.

popular • raeaaure. So.' jitor it has mo; 
with very little opposition, 
in fact 


the advocates of the maasure are anx- 
ious to develop some active oppos;- 
lion, as this will help them to get the 
subject before tho people, and eivo 
them an opportunity 
to 
show 
the 


strength of their case. 


One of the strongest arguments in 


favor or tho measure is that based oa 
the river and harbor appropriations. 
Legislation of this kind rests on a 
half century of precedents, and no 
one seriously thinks of objecting to 
it. 
The only questions seriously dis- 


cussed when a' river and harbor bill 
comes up in congress are the amount 
to .be voted and for what particular 
works of improvement 
the 
money 


shall be spent. 
The general policy 


Is' thoroughly established. 
Congress 


has voted for improvements of this 


1 kind during the past fifty years more 


thaa tour hundred millions of dollars, 
and now an annual appropriation cT 
twenty millions would be looked upon 
as quite conservative. 


The advocates of national aid to 


road improvement claim that much 
more can he said in favor of their 
scheme than in favor of river and har- 
bor legislation, rind much less against 
it. 
Both. corco under the general

of "internal 
Improvements/1 


about which thcro was cb rcuch beet- 
ed discussion in th? early rtsys of tiis 
republic. The general arsuxqcts in 
favor of river and harbor appropria- 
tions may'be summed ,up as follows: 
(]) They prorcoto the; general 
wel- 


fare; (2) the improvements entail nn 
expense to heavy to'be borr.e by tha 
people of the localities imost directly 
interested, and, hence, would nevur 
be made if the government refused to 
foot tho bills. The same arguments 


i apnly with equal force to the insprove- 
' me'ut. of the public highways. 
Cor- 


tsir.ly no kind of internal improve- 
ment would do more to promote tha 
prosimrity and the rcora! and intel- 
lectual' improvement of the rna;-.:ics. 
It is also equally cartain that this 
great work of internal improvement 
will reranm undone, to a great extent., 
if tho whole burden of the expense is 
left to be carried by the pnoylo ol 
rural neighborhoods. A century oi.' ex- 
perience in most of the older states 
or.glu to be enough to demonstrate 
this. 
In fact no general progress 


towanl good roads In bains except in 
a taw states which liava adopted th9 
state aid plan. 


The policy of voting Federal aid to 


road improvement has two grent ud- 
vastagcs. over that of voting funds 
lor river and hnrbor Improvements as 
follows:

1st. 
"While the money voted for tho 


latter purpose in collected from the 
whole people by taxation, it is neces- 
sarily expended -in limited localities 
the Inhabitants of which receive the 
greater part of the benefits, lu fact, 
a great majority of the-people of the 
United States receive no direct, and 
but mils Indirect benefit from these 
improvements. On the other hand, a 
Federal appropriation 
for 
road im- 


provement would be available tor use 
In any section. Every state and almost 
every 
ca-.ir.ty and 
tov.-nsbtp could 


share in . the direct bone-fits, whilo 
large indirect benefits would come to 
the people of all cities and towns. 


2. Tho benefits flowing from an ap- 


propriation for river and harbor im- 
provement are strictly limited to tha 
tmount of money voted, as no help is 
required from the local communities. 
But the plan embodies In the Brown- 
low bill merely contemplates that the 
government shall help the people wbo 
nre willing to help themselves. No 
community could enjoy the 
govern- 


ment aid until It had voted to ralae a 
large share ot the expense by local 
taxation. 
Thus a Federal appropria- 


tion for this purpose would produce 
benefits far beyond the limits of to* 


i amount voted.

MOST OF THE DEAD 


AEE FOBEIGNEBS 


Escaping- Steam Does Its Terrible 


Work—Train Ruining 60 Miles 


an Hour When Catastrophe 


Occurred. 


COJINELLSVILLiS, Pa., Deo. 24.—The 


Duijuesne limited, the fastest through 
passenger train from Pittsburg to New 
York on the Baltimore 
& Ohio road, 


ploughed into a pile of lumber at Laurel 
linn, two miles west of Dawson at 7:45 
o'clock last evening, while running at 
the rate of 60 miles an hour, killing over 
sixty people and injuring fifty more, at 
least a dozen of whom will die from their 
terrible injuries 


The train was made up of two bag- 


gage curs, two day coaches, one sleeper, 
and one (lining car, and -was - carrying 
fully 150 passengers. The train plowel 
along foi ,i considerable distance and" 
the cars were torn to jjje"<ils7 passengeis 
jumping, screaming and falling from the 
wreck as it tore along. 


So terrific was the force of the impact 


that nearly every passenger became im- 
conscious and many of the able bodied 
men were unable to assist in helping the 
injured from tlie wreck on account of 
having fainted. 


SIXTY-TWO VICTIMS. 


When daylight broke there was known 


to be sixty-two detwl as the result of 
lust night's wreck of the Duqnesne lim- 
ited on the Baltimore & Ohio railroad 
near Dawson, These bodies filled the 
temporary morgues in this city, and. it 
is believed nearly a score more' will be 
added to the death list before the day 
is over. 


Of the bodies recovered thirty-eight 


hnve been identified and twenty-fonr arc 
designated as "unknown." Most of the 
latter were foreigners, principally Ital- 
ian?. 


TTiere was also one Chinaman. 
In the hospitals three of the injured 


were expected to die at any moment and 
five others were in a critical condition.

MOST OF DEAD FOREIGNERS. 


As fast as recovered from the wreck, 


the dead and injured were placed on 
trains 
and brought here. The dead 


were taken to the morgues, and the in- 
jured were at once removed to -the Con- 
nellsville Cottage State hospital. So se- 
vere were the wounds of twelve victims 
that between ten o'clock last night and 
daylight this morning they died. 


As the bodies were received at the 


(norgue they were tabulated and laid in 
rows. Most of them were foreigners. 
Among the sixty-two were two negroes. 
The Duquesne limited was largely used 
by employes of the Baltimore & Ohio, 
who work in Pittsburg and it was feai- 
ed that most of them had become vic- 
tims of the wreck 
A large number of 


the engineering corps Jived at Councils 
ville, and used this train to return Koine 
every night 


H,< McDonald, of Dawson, led the; res- 


cue party at the wreck. Through; his; 
efforts the dead and dying were collect- 
ed and -sent to Connellsville. From 'the'1 
time' of .the ;news of the' accident until 
daylight there have been crowds BUT 
rounding the morgoie 
During the night 


the pressure, beca 


used to' prevent the overrunning1 of the 
place. 


CARS IN CONFUSED MASS. 


The scone at the wreck is awful. Cars 


are piled one upon the other lying side 
waysi and at angles where only the earth 
supports them, while trucks are piled 
high upon banks, among the bushes as 
though thrown there by a giant hand. 


A full 200 yards from the seat of the 


wreck lies-the engine, a wreck, with bat- 
tered sides and dismantled tracks, where 
her great speed carried her after she 
struck the wreck. Almost 100 yards be- 
yond where the engine toppled over is 
the forward baggage coach, lying on the 
slope of a bank where it rests at an 
angle. 


PLUNGE TO DESTRUCTION. 


This great train plunging as it w«s, 


through the darkness at sixty miles an 
hour, dashed aroiind a curve headlong 
into a pile of great timber and was 
wrecked. The speed of the train sent it 
plunging ahead as wheels left the rails 
and bumped over the ties iintil the mils 
were ripped up and out and the great 
engine fell over. 


Its two baggage cars dashed on ahead 


past the dismantled engine, leaving the 
right of way and plunging down over a 
bank. The first passenger car, a smok- 
er, pushed past the engine and tilted 
over toward it at the same time. This 
car was filled with passengers and all 
were killed. 


Singularly, in such an awful crash, the 


dead, with few exceptions were scalded 
to death. Scarcely any of them were 
mangled. 


A STEWARD'S BRAVE HEROISM. 
A story of courage and heroism sel- 


dom equaled is told of Benjamin Nich- 
ols, steward on 
the dining car. . His 


name is being sung with praises by rail- 
roaders and the surviving passengers to- 


day. 
With the terrible slide of the en- 


gine dragged the train 
whirling side- 


ways along the road, Nichols was in the 
dining car. He was battered from one 
side to another of the car. 


Jolting, bumping and swinging, the 


ear finally stopped. It was on the end 
of the train and it is for this reason 
that Nichols and others on that . car 
were, not injured. 


When the car had made its last lurch, 


'Nichols had leaped and was running to- 
ward the smoker, which was reduced to 
a matter of twisted iron and splinters. 
The crash had torn the escape valve 
from the top of the engine and the steam 
was shooting into the ear upon the 
struggling mass of smoking humanity, 


The escaping steam was the first thing 


that attracted the plucky steward. Tak 
ing off his coat lie ripped and tore the 
garment until it was in slireds. With 
this he plugged up the pipe and shut off 
the steam. Temporary relief had been 
given the sufferers, but Nichols was not 
done.

AT.T, AID THE INJURED. 


When Gen. Manager Sims arrived at 


the scene of last night's Baltimore & 
Ohio wreck,; near Dawson. he was so 
overcome that he cried 
Men and wo 


men who crowded to(the scene were 
compelled to turn an ay from the affect- 
ing sights 
When tho 'nket train reach- 


ed here thousands of people were at the 
station 
A large nnmber of Connells- 


ville people had gone io Prttsburg foi 
Christmas shopping and were expected 
home on the! limited. 


Every available cab and carnage had 


l>een held in waiting to convey^ tho in- 
|urcd to the Hospitals. Citizens formed 
themselves into a relief corps and gave 
assistance, -to removal of the wonnded 
from the train. 


In. addition -to the eleven who Imvo 


died since being taken from the wreck 
many others are certain to be added to 
the number of victims All have mhal 
ed the steam and are suffering intense- 
ly. 


train was in the second day coach Tifhen 
the crash came, and no one knows; just 
how or what happened to him until af- 
terwards. D. W. Hills, porter on one 
of the sleepers said that as soon as he 
could get off his car he went forward 
and heard some one shouting from the 
top of the bonk, where be, by going for- 
ward, recognised Helogoth's voice. He 
was in terrible agony, but shouted at 
the top of his voice: 


Tor God's sake, I am scnlded to 


death, but-some one of you get a red 
lamp and: flag 49, or she will be upon 
us." 


Even in the.mental:suffering of every 


one about the scene, the .bravery and 
thoughtfulness of the dying conductor 
was sufficient to bring words of praise 
and commendation. 


Porter Hills, telling of-iis experience, 


said: 


'I went to the smoking car and be- 


gan to get the injured out. It was the 
most awful scene I ever witnessed. Men 
were jammed into all sorts of shapes. 
They were on top of each other and 
buried under heaps of dirt and 
seat 


cushions. When I tried to lift one man 
out I found others so tightly wedged in- 
to the same place that several had to be 
aided at one time. 


BETTER DEAD THAN ALIVE. 


"I got seven men out before I stopped 


there. The dead were badly bruised, 
and some of the scalded were in such 
fearful condition that they would be bet- 
ter dead. Some of these had lost their 
eyes entirely. The baggage and clothing 
of the passengers was scattered all over 
the ground. Some of it was soaked with 
blood, while in the piles of it could be 
seen piles of toys telling the pathetic 
tale of Christmas chopping that came to 
such a pitiful end. 


When asked if there would be any in- 


vestigation on the part of the railroad 
officials, Supt. D. W. Duer said: 


"I don't think that an. investigation 


is necessary to explain this affair. It is 
aJl too apparent." 


Pointing to half a dozen heavy tim 


bers under the dining coach, he said: 


"There is the cause of it. An extra 


freight 
westbound has dropped 
those 


timbers 
on the track and proceeded 


without knowing the trouble it had left 
behind." 


NOT RAILROAD'S FAULT. 


PITTSBURG, Dec. 24.—When seen to- 


day after he had received a fall report 
of the Dawson accident, Wm. C. Lore, 
general superintendent of the Baltimore 
& Ohio railroad, said: 


"While the accident was deplorable in 


the extreme, yet it is a consolation to 
me, speaking as an official of the com- 
pany, to know that it cannot be attrib- 
uted to negligence of any of our em- 
ployes. A wreck of this" character is 
liable to happen on any railroad having 
a double track.

Boriekson was locked in another cell. 


He said he was sorry he tried to get 
away and promised not to try again. 
The man, although he appears dement- 
ed and can hardly talk intelligently,' is 
ranch sharper than he looks and is up 
to all kinds of tricks. 


The fellow appeared in Racine 'six 


years ago and spent eight days in jail. 
Then he was sent to the Racine county 
poor house and was there a number of 
years, but refused to work and

During the- 
recent cold weather he slept in an old 
building, there beiri£ no doors or win- 
dows in it and ice on the floor. He 
stated that he had n6t had his clothing 
off in one month.

DISTRIBUTION OF GIFTS. 


Rev. 
A. C. Grier and a corps of gener- 


ous assistants courteously received the 
pastor's welcome visitors. It seems that 
Rev. 
Grier had sent postal cards to 250 


poor families, inviting them to be pres- 
ent at his great Christmas distribution, 
all of whom were requested 
to bring 


their c;ards.with them. After those as- 
sembled had been nicely arranged in the 
main assembly room, Rev,. Grier passed 
to the Sunday school rooms below and 
occupied 'a position at the. door, where 
each and every one was allowed to enter, 
to receive their Ynletide donation. 


He received them one at a time in a 


kindly way, asking them about their do- 
mestic conditions, the cause of their dis- 
tress, after which he spoke encouraging 
words and informed them they 
were 


each entitled to all the clothing they car- 
ed for, a basket of 
fuel, 
and 
other 


Christmas gifts. A Journal representa- 
tive stood beside the clergyman while 
many were being conversed with. Pa- 
thetic indeed were ma-ny of their stories 
of their life's struggles. 


For several da.ys the pastor has been 


busy gathering Christmas gifts for his 
poor friends. In consequence, he had a 
sufficient supply to meet their immediate 
wants. There was a supply of clothing 
arranged on one long table great enough 
to clothe them nil, old and young. On 
another table was a pile of Christmas 
toys for the little folks. 
Another de- 


partment contained a row of baskets fill- 
ed with eatables. One counter contained 
packages of candy. 


Each person was allowed to 
search 


through the pile of clothing for suitable 
wearing apparel. When these wants 
were satisfied the people were invited to 
visit the toy department and received 
two toys for each of their children. They 
were also given a basket of coal, if they 
cared to accept, and a receptacle filled 
with provisions. 


It was learned this forenoon that Rev. 


Grier collected $175 in money for this 
cause with which he purchased 600 
pounds of meat, candy, etc. 


It Is estimated that there were-about 


500 people who passed in and out of tho 
church during the distribution. 
They 


told heartrending stories of their pov- 
erty. In many instances children were 
left home in bed while their widowed 
mothers wended their way to the church 
in hopes of obtaining some alight token 
in the way of a Chriatmu gift for their 
little ones. Had they not called it Is 
not likely that Santa Claus would have 
called at their homes tonight. 


"God 
bless you, dear pastor," was a 


predominating expression of their grati- 
tude. Rev. Grier wished them all a 
merry Christmas and from the expres- 
sion on his face it was evident that he 
Wished he might be able to do still more 
for the needy.

lishment of rural delivery mail routes 
in Kenosha county as a general order 
was sent out from the department at 
Washington yesterday afternoon order- 
ing the establishment of eight routes in 
the county, thin being sufficient to give 
every farmer in the county the free de- 
livery service.

REASONS VOn STRENGTHENING 


COM-MBIICE COMMISSION. 


The necessity tor the enactment of the 


proposed, bill of Congressman Cooper to 
give the Inter Stnte Commerce Commis- 
sion the necessary power that railroads 
cease freight discriminations can be per- 
ceived almost any day in the week by 
the readers of the current events of the 
day. 
An instance of the necessity of 


suoh a law occurred only the other day 
as to the railroad of Mr. Hill himself 
who had declared an entirely different 
purpose in the Cooper bill than existed, 
a misrepresentation in order to discredit 
the measure is concerned. 'It is not in- 
tended to make all rates uniform, be- 
cause that is impossible, owing to the 
different conditions on the 
different 


roads, but to secure a cessation of freight 
discriminations such as is described in 
the reported instance as revealed in pro- 
ceedings before the commission only a 
short time since. 


The question or case before the com- 


mission waa cue in which the Northern 
Pacific was charged with discrimination 
against certain interests. The following 
mil best explain taken from the cur- 
rent dispatches of the 17th: 


"WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 17.—A 


sensation was created today at the .hear- 
ing before the interstate commerce com- 
mission when seventy representatives of 
leading manufacturers and exporters and 
of great railroad systems were discuss- 
ing the laws governing the 
filing of 


transportation 
tariffs. 
Frank 
Water- 


house, manager of the Boston Steamship 
company of Seattleft Wash., admitted 
under oath that 
his company had an 


ironclad agreement with the Northern 
Pacific railway by which all competitors 
were discriminated against, the railroad 
company refusing to handle 
traffic of 


competitors of the steamship company. 
Yv'alerhouse was discussing the rate on 
hemp from China when'Chairman Knapp 
asked: 


"Does it not come to this then, that 


you want the Northern Pacific to carry 
hemp from Seattle to St. Paul for 37% 
cents when it is brought over by your 
steamers, but if brought over on a tramp 
steamer you waut them to charge twice 
as much as their proportion?" 


Mr. Watcrhouse—If brought over on 


a tramp steamer they won't take it. 


Chairman Knapp—Why not? 
Mr. Waterhouse—Because they have a 


contract with our line which prohibits 
them from taking it. 


Chairman Knapp—You don't 
mcsin 


that, do you? 


Mr. Waterhouse—Yes, sir, I mean 


that- 


At this point railroad men present 


made so much noise the questions of the 
chairman could not bo hes-rd. There 


commerce commission contains confirma- 
tory evidence the Elkine law has failed 
of its purpose, the report saying, "the 
letter of the law is observed, but its pur- 
pose may be disregarded." The follow- 
ing is the exact language: 


"The commission feels warranted in 


saying that the beneficial bearing of this 
amendatory legislation became evident 
from the time of its passage, and that it 
has proved a wise and salutary enact- 
ment. The commission does not mean to 
say, however, that preferences are no 
longer secured of the nature which the 
recent law aims to prevent. Tariffs as 
published and filed are generally observ- 
ed, but in some cases the tariffs them- 
selves are so framed and contain such 
provisions as to permit preferences with- 
out departing from their terms. The let- 
ter of the law is observed, but its pur- 
poie may be disregarded. 


"The private ownership of cars by 


shippers or by outside concerns which 
furnish them to shippers is wrong in 
principle, because of the unjust and dis- 
criminating results which naturally if 
not inevitably attend the use of equip- 
ment not owned or absolutely controlled 
by the carrier- The commission recom- 
mends that the payment of car mileage 
for the tise of private cnrs be regulated." 


This would appear to amply justify 


the Cooper measure which gives the pow- 
er to enforce equitable rates. The roads 
may appeal, but the order of the com- 
mission remain in force until repealed by 
the courts. 


OBJEOTIOiV TO COOPER BILL 3VOT 


ANSWERED. 


It ia no surprise Presideiit Hill of the 


Northern Pacific charges incompeteney, 
irrelevancy, and immaterial against the 
Cooper bill to make the Interstate Com- 
merce commission a thing of life 
and 


legal beauty instead of a cold corpus 
to all practical purposes as is the case 
at present. It will be remembered Mr. 
Hill declared railroad freights could not 
be made uniform, in fact, the proposed 
amendment was not to\tlie ptirpose at 
all, since the object aimed at, was im- 
possible of fulfillment because conditions 
were so different- If this were all there 
was to be said probably the author of 
the measure might possibly agree, but 
since Mr. Hill has neglected to state the 
conditions, and only his view of the 
matter, the public may be trusted to be- 
lieve in the purposes of the Wisconsin 
congressman to better enable his Com- 
mission to compel the cessation of all 
forms of freight discriminations, and 
the abolition of excessive rates wherever 
established and charged. 
The Cooper 


measure is not at all impractical and nei- 
ther does it propose as Mr. Hill declares 
to make railroad freight tariffs uniform 
everywheres, nothing of the sort. 


Some roads can certainly transport 


freight cheaper than can others. Some 
roads can transport freight in quicker 
time than can others, and some roads 
are managed by abler men than are oth- 
ers; conditions vary as does the number 
of roads vary, some with better grades 
some with worse grades and. HO on all 
along the whole gamut of railroading- 
Some roads arc run by men who are wil- 
ling to consider the equities of the dif- 
ferent shipping interest, and others arc 
not willing to do anything of the sort; 
some are anxious and willing to obey the 
laws, while others and those in the great 
majority, are willing to crush out the 
smaller shipper that the big ones live 
upon the ruins of their fellow men. All 
these factors are recognized by Con- 
gressman Cooper and his measure is to 
remedy the grave defects in the Inter- 
state Commerce law which congress or- 
dained, but has neglected to give au- 
thority to enforce its decisions. This is 
the intent on the proposed measure. To 
rive the Commission authority to en- 
force a decision when once made. 


When a decision remedies some gross' 


inequality or 
favoritism 
compelling 


a railroad to cease its squeezing of some 
minor business interest, compels some 
overgorgcd trust to do business on the 
same terms as others, the verdict must 
be respected, but if the road does oppose 


ests, not even ,to the gigantic railroad 
combinations. 
But it does propose to 


prevent any injustice being inflicted upon 
the general community by the great 
transportation interests. In this lias the 
direct intention of the bill of Congress- 
man Cooper and it should pans if the 
Republican majority now in control of 
both bodies of congress desire to keep 
good the faith of the people in the good 
intentions of the Republican party to 
serve as the party of the people and not 
of the corporations. To hold good ;the 
purpose of the Republican party, to in- 
jure no legitimate interest, but to com- 
pel all interests to duly respect the in- 
terests of each other, and the forbidding 
of favoritism thai special interests flour- 
ish at the expense of the plain, common 
people. There has' been entirely too 
much of it in the past, and there is to'6 
much of it today. Therefore one bill 
to the purpose, that of Congressman 
Cooper to secure for every citizen justice 
in the matter of transporting his freight

The trick of raising the arbitrary class

It charges just as it pleases and 
takes tho case to the courts, and past 
experiences only too well justifies the 
charge, that the courts very uniformly 
decided in favor of the railroad interests 
and against the Commission, but it must 
of course be admitted the cause of the 
uniform holding in favor of the roads is 
that, it is questioned if to possess the 
necessary authority. But with every 
necessary. authority conferred by con- 
gress upon'the Commission as is propos- 
ed by the present measure, the odds now 
against the Commission will be evened 
up' and. the great mass of business and 
manufacturing interests given a chance 
with the corporations and trusts. 


Mr. Hill did not state the cose fair- 


ly. If the colossal interests now in con-

"If we did, we srroultf go back on our 
track and reverse ojw-iecogni'fioh of the 
French Republic* wtJHfiii three days of its 
proclamation, and our recognition of 
the Brazilian Republic in, four days after 
Dom Pedro was shipped to SJuropc."

The alleged rights of the senate and 


this thing of senatorial courtesy is great- 
ly .wearing to the patience of the coun- 
try. There is no such a thing as ration- 
alism in the senate and the business of 
the country is delayed nnd marred by 
the Bullishness often of some particular 
mule of a senator in the opposition or 
even in the party of the majority. Tin's 
sort of business may answer for a mon- 
archial form of government, but years 
of experience, and disagreeable exper- 
ience at that, has fully demonstrated to 
the American people, that while it .is 
desirable to make senatorial terms three 
times the length of congressional terms, 
yet it is not necessary nor is it desirable 
to permit the senate so to make its 
rules, there is no coining to a vote upon 
any matter whatever, so long as one sen- 
ator objects.

repeated, 
undesirable legislation has 


gone through simply because meritorious 
and needed legislation could not be en- 
acted unless the bad.went with the good. 
This is demonstrated every session to- 
wards the end especially when the sen- 
ate blocks all appropriation bills until 
every senator has succeeded in getting 
all he wanted. Thus Tillman of South 
Carolina it the fifty-seventh session got 
through a wholly unwarranted appro- 
priation for Ms state o£ $47,000 by the 
simple process of refusing to consent to 
a vote upon the regular appropriation 
bills unless the house and senate would 
allow his item. It must be understood 
that had not the house and the senate 
consented to permit the $47,000 steal to 
go through, "no vote conld have been 
taken in the senate upon any measure 
whatever without this senator's consent. 
This is by no means the only instance 
occurring in the past session, there are 
others. 


There is no use blaming any particu- 


lar senator for this, they are not respon- 
sible. But if there are any senators de- 
sirous of winning; the popular applause 
and endorsement, they might, try it on 
making an effori'at'least to reconstruct 
the senate rules more in accordance with 
common sense.

The 
farmer of today works upon very differ- 
ent lines from those of his predecessor, 
for at every hand he finds most valuable 
information supplied freely and without 
cost. Ably assisted by state experimen- 
tal stations the government work is 
thorough and our agriculturists have 
sent them freely the publications' and 
bulletins, not filled with advice, but with 
definite results of experiments carried 
out at different points. In these days 
the farmer is able to combat with the 
myriad of pests that are apt to afflict 
the soil and its products and combat 
most successfully because ho has some- 
thing definite to go on. 


Tho department at Washington and 


the state department are continually ex- 
perimenting with new varieties, and ex- 
perimenting to overcome obstacles that 
arise from time to time with varying 
conditions. To find some variety for in- 
stance of corn that will stand drought 
better, was not such a difficult thing to 
do. To find wheat that would have the 
necessary hardness and yet he success- 
fully ground in the mills, was accom- 
plished. To supply a new variety of po- 
tato'or some other article that has be- 
come plague ridden is no hard task and 
If some new invention of the demon of 
agricultural destruction comes along as 
the cotton boll-weevil every experimen- 
tal station is at work on the lines of re- 
sistance and the headquarters at Wash- 
ington arc busy with their newly set 
task.

The Chicago chief of police refused 


protection to the driven of hearses and 
carriages who were refused orderly con- 
duct through the streets by the livery- 
men's union in the present strike. His 
contention as stated was that it was a 
private matter, and not a public matter. 
But the people arise to inquire if there 
is anything more sacred, anything more 
entitled to every consideration, than a 
funeral procession and funeral service, 
and ambulances in the streets. The facts 
are beyond denial that the houses of 
mourners were not only picketed, but 
invaded by pickets threatening trouble, 
and plain notification no hearses and car- 
riages would be allowed unless such were 
driven by members of their union. Act- 
ual rioting is reported on some of these 
mournful occasions, and yet the Chicago 
police shielding behind a contemptible 
quibble refused at first police protec- 
tion. 


This chief could permit his police to 


ride upon the wagons of private corpor- 
ations when such were not only threat- 
ened but actually attacked; he could per- 
mit platoons of police to protect private 
property and private citizens, and he 
could permit his force to stand guard in 
front of threatened and picketed places 
of business, and detail members of the 
force to accompany threatened people to 
places of safety, but yet he refused to 
permit police to ride upon hearses, whose 
drivers of the dead, were and are in dan- 
ger of their lives. It is about time to 
show the people that there is a distinc- 
tion between the live corporation and 
business place, and the home of the' dead. 
Who care for the dead anyhow, except 
the personally bereaved. What differ- 
ence if armed guards picket residences 
and by threats forbid the paying of the 
last sad rites, and boldly threaten mour- 
ners if they presume to violate their 
orders. 


The latest advices are to the effect the 


police will now protect the public in the 
paying of the last rites to the dead. All 
picketings of houses is prohibited as well 
as picketing of the churches, or dwellings 
in the suburbs. Tliis neir attitude of the 
police has been taken despite the pro- 
tests of the strike leaders, and the des- 
secration that has disgraced 
Chicago 


will cease if the police continue on this 
line. Guards will be furnished funeral 
corteges and such will accompany in 
carriages with the mourners. 


The police disclaim warring on unions, 


but do insist Chicago shall not be fur- 
ther disgraced by outrages on the dead 
and living. There will be no further at- 
tacks if the police can help it as have 
taken place upon parties in vehicles or 
buses following the dead to their last 
restin" place. 


It now has the appearance of the pre3« 


ent disgraceful state of affairs in Chica- 
go occasioned by the liverymcns' strike 
could be settled by arbitration. 
The 


American people have seen some tough 
conditions growing out of strikes, but 
they never before have been called upon 
to witness a strike against the dead. 
This is not nt all to say those engaged in 
that line of avocations which so con- 
cerns the last rites man can pay to man 
may not strike for better conditions, if 
so it is they have grievances, but it is 
saying never before have mourners been 
harrassed, been assaulted, and dead bod- 
ies treated with contumely. 


Chicago stands disgraced and her po-

corded. 
Bodies were literally smuggled 


to the cemeteries while mourners in plain 
vehicles have been ruthlessly mobbed. 


let us hope for the sake of American 


manhood, in the sight of our modern 
civilization, such distressing scenes may 
never again take place in an American 
citv. 


The bill extending the sanctuary of 


the National Soldiers' homes to the con- 
federate soldiers which is being fought 
by Wisconsin G. A. R. members, should 
not be confounded with the bill of Sena- 
tor Foraker of Ohio which provides for 
the suitable marking of the graves of 
confederate soldiers nnd sailors who 
were buried from northern military pris- 
ons and hospitals.

Louis is threatened. It is stated that 
if the Citizens Industrial association of 
St. Louis, in its aimoimeed purpose to 
enforce law and order, interferes with 
the proposed strike ot cabmen and car- 
riage drivers whioh ha« been set for Jan- 
uary 1, the officers of a dozen o! the lo- 
cal unions of the Triternutiorml Brother- 
hood oE Teamsters, threaten that !),000 
men will refuse to work und that not a 
pound of freight or a ton of coal will bo 
moved by union labor until the strike is 
settled. It was first announced that the 
strike of cabmen and carriage drivers 
if their demands for au increase in wages 
of from 20 to 30 per cent waa not conced- 
ed by the liverymen would be declared 
on Chrietmas t!ay. It is now stated that 
the liverymen were requested to sign 
the agreement before Dec. 25, but that 
the agreement was'not to go into effect 
until Jan. 1, when the present contract 
between the liveryineu and drivers ex- 
pires. 


August Donnelly, chairman of tho exe- 


cutive committee of the St. Louis Livery- 
men's association declares that the liv- 
erymen will never nccede to the demands 
of the drivers. 


'.fO RESERVE LAW A2sD ORDER. 
When informed of a sympathetic strike 


that would involve more than 9,000 
men an official of the Citizen's associa- 
tion replied: 


"Let them strike; we art* ready for 


them. The work of the Oifiizen's asso- 
ciation will be simply to jireaerve law 
und order. We will take nfl> other part 
in the affair." 


This is understood to nean that if 


when the 750 cabmen and rsu-riage driv- 
ers strike, if 750 non-union men ore rea- 
dy and willing to take thesr places, the 
Citizen's association will s?e that they 
are protected from bodily harm at the 
hands of the strikers.

It is 
known that Fire Marshal Cape has been 
at the yards and made an investigation 
and gives as his opinion that there is 
lire and plenty of it low down in the 
heap. At almost any time he expects 
to be called to assist in smothering the 
fire.

in pouving water on coal piles supposed 
to be on fire. A decision has been de- 
clared at Milwaukee that they are. In 
almost every city in the state more or 
less trouble is experienced among coal 
dealers on account of fires in coal piles.

racks and many police are. on duty 
around the exchange. 


The bakers announce ;that two mon- 


ster demonstrations have been planned. 
Many thousands of bakers are parading 
the streets. ' 


The- meeting of bakers held at the La- 


bor exchange today was conducted in an 
orderly manner: 


The city has taken on a martial ap- 


pearance. Squadrons of mounted troops 
and police are stationed on the main 
squares and iii the principal thorough- 
fares. 


The bakers this afternoon attempted 


to make a. manifestation in front of the 
Luxemburg palace, where the senate was 
sitting', but five hundred mounted police 
took 
possession of the surrounding 


streets and the prefect of police, M. Le- 
pine, personally conducted a' rigid sup- 
pression of the disorder. C4ronps of per- 
sons above five in number were prevent- 
ed from gathering and a number of- ar- 
rests were made. The action of the po- 
lice completely broke up the demonstra- 
tion.

NEED NATIONAL AID 


IMPROVEMENT TO COUNTRY'* 


ROADS A FEDERAL DUTY. 


Bill tp Accomplish This Will Be Re- 


introduced in Congress Thi» Winter 
—Some Strong Argument* in Favor 
of the Measure. 


The bill for national {aid to road im- 


provement which M£- Browijjow of 
Tennessee proposes :toi>eintroduc9 la 
congress this winter promises to be a 
popular measure. 
Bo.-for it has mot 


with very little opposition. In fact 
the advocates of the measure are uni- 
ioua to develop aorac active oppos^ 
tion, as this will help them to get t'no 
subject before the people, and give 
them an opportunity to show the 
strength of their case. 


One of the strongest arguments in 


favor of the measure is that based on 
the river and harbor appropriations. 
Legislation of this- kind rests on a 
half century of precedents, and no 
one seriously thinks of objecting to 
it. 
The only questions seriously digi 


cussed when a river an,d harbor bill 
comes up In congress are the amount 
to ;be. voted wid for what particular 
works of improvement 
the 
money 


shalj^be spent. 
The general policy 


is" thoroughly established. 
Congress 


has voted for improvements of this 
kind ilurins the past fifty years more 
than four hundred millions of dollars, 
and now an annual appropriation of 
twenty millions would be looked upon 
as <j:tite conservative. 


The advocnteo of notional aid to 


road improvement claim that much 
morfi can. be said in favor of their 
scheuie than in favor of rivar and har- 
bor legislation, and much less against 
it. 
Both. come under the general 


class of "internal 
improvements," 


about which thera was so ranch heat- 
ed (Sjscussiun in the early rta.ys of tha 
republic. 
The general arsujuents. in 


favor of river and harbor appropria- 
tions may'be summed,up as follows: 
(1) They promote the; general 
wel- 


fare; (.2) the improvements ontail aa 
expense to heavy to""b.£ borr.e by ths 
people of the localities^most directly 
interested, and, hence,. woukl never 
be made if tho government refused to 
foot the bills. The same arguments 
apply with equal force to the improve- 
ment of the public highways. 
Cer- 


tainly no kind of internal improve- 
ment would do more to promote tha 
prosperity and the moral and intel- 
lectual' improvement of the masses. 
It is also equally certain that this 
great work of internal improvement 
will remain undone, to a greet extent. 
if tbe whole burden of the expense is 
left to be carried by the people of 
rural neighborhoods. A century of ex- 
perience in most of the older states 
ought to be enough to demonstrate 
this. 
In fact no general progress 


toward good roads is being except in 
a few states which have adopted th» 
state aid plan. 


The policy of voting Federal aid to 


road improvement has .twp great ad- 
vantages, over that of voting funds 
for river and havbor improvements a> 
follows: 


1st. While the money voted for the 


latter purpose in collected from the 
whole people by taxation, it is neces- 
sarily expended in limited localities 
the inhabitants of which receive ths 
greater part of the benefits, In fact,, 
a great majority of the.-people of the 
United States. receive no direct, and 
but littla indirect benefit- from theg» 
improvements, On the other hand, a 
Federal appropriation 
tor 
road Im- 


provement would be available for use 
in any section. Every state and almost 
every county and township co«M 
share in . the direct benefits, while 
large indirect benefits would come to 
the people of all cities and towns. 


2. The benefits flowing from an ap- 


propriation for river and harbor ini' 
provement ara strictly limited to the 
amount of money voted, as no help is 
required from the local communities. 
But the plan embodies in the Brown- 
low bill merely contemplates that th« 
government shall help the people who 
sire willing to help themselves. No 
community'could enjoy the govern- 
ment aid until It had voted to raise a 
large share of the expense by local 
taxation. 
Thus a Federal appropria- 


tion fqr this purpose would produca 
benefits far beyond the limits of th« 
amount voted.

PORTO RICO AND ITS COFFEE IN- 


DUSTRY; 


Chicago Record-Herald: Before the 


Spanish war-Porto Rico found the main 
market for Its coffee in Spain, France 
and Cuba. After the wnr Spain impos- 
ed a prohibitive duty, Cuba put on a 
heavy tax: and France applied the maxi- 
mum duty Svhich she levies against all 
but a very few of the imports from the 
United States or its dependencies. This 
left Porto .Rj'eo at a great disadvantage, 
for our home market hi coffee is free to 
all thcj world, and the Porto Rico berry, 
which is of high quality and expensive 
to produce, lias not been able to com- 
pete successfully with the cheaper South 
American 
coffees. We imported from 


Porto Rico during the last fiscal year 
only about 0,000,000 
pounds, worth 


.bout $700.000, although the 
island's 


plantations can easily produce about 60,- 
000.000 pounds a year. 


The result has been a stagnation of 


the imlusti-y. and as coffee is the crop 
of the small landowner it is not surpris- 
ing that the Porto Ilicana are eager foi 
a change of conditions to their benefit. 


James S. Harlan, former attorney gen- 


eral of Porto Rico, tells us that the is- 
j.nd is anxious to have congress levy a 
small duty against all coffee imported 
nto the United States 
from foreign 


countries, so as to give Porto Rico o 
neasure of protection. Short of this the 
sland would like the privilege of arrang- 
ug little reciprocity treaties of its own 
between itself and such countries as 
France, Spain and Cuba. 


These arc. suggestions that are cspec- 


ally interesting for the market contrast 
between them. The first would tend to 
lasimilate Porto- Rico still more closely 
vith the United States, while calling for 
ionic sacrifice on our part. The second 
vould begin a process of differentiation, 
row which complications would be sure 
Lo result. 


In one way the Porto Rican 
coffee 


•aisers arc showing great good sense. 
They arc not depending solely on their 
egislative suggestions for relief, but in- 
;tead are, doing- nil they can to help 
homsolves. They intend to work ener- 
getically to taach Americans to like the 
lavor of their berries. They are to be 
veil to the front among the exhibitors 
t the St. Lonis exposition, and they are 
ijroady making much use of tic fact 
hat President Roosevelt uses their cof- 
cn exclusively, and that.he ha.1; written 
a letter 'in its praise.
